Dear Jackie and Bob, 


Thank you Jackie for coordinating the meeting on Friday to discuss the NoHo Plaza. As 
Bob mentioned, we have a climate that lends itself to have outdoor experiences and the 
Plaza is just the place to create them. A little getaway space in NoHo. 


Understanding your position of the type of themes you would like to avoid in a mural, 
Bob, we would work with the artist(s) to discuss both the concerns and the general 
direction you would like the theme to be carried out. 


A teaching artist would not prompt community members by asking “what kind of mural 
would you like?” but will introduce and discuss the agreed theme and encourage people 
to do an artwork based on that idea. The artist brings together the collective ideas and 
imagery for the basis of their own work. 


With that said, attached is a PDF file with a few examples of Sarah Ackerley’s work who 
both Jackie and I mentioned. Her murals can be found throughout the San Fernando 
Valley and other cities in Los Angeles. She has also worked on joint murals with her 
husband, Levi Ponce. She has been working with LACMA since the summer of 2016 and 
is successful in engaging students and encouraging their participation and creativity. 


I am also attaching a couple of pdfs with the work by artists that Erin Stone 
recommended. They do not have a teaching background, therefore, we would strongly 
encourage them to work with Sarah to develop a collaborative mural. I believe Sarah has 
worked with Steve Martinez in the past. Several of his murals have cultural icons and 
therefore, we would ask him to stray from that area. Sarah Stone’s work, like Sarah 
Ackerley’s, is whimsical with a surrealist connotation. 


The idea of incorporating nature (tree and or other plants) as part of the mural sounds 
would make the mural pop as a 3-dimensional work that would further enhance the 
space. I look forward to hearing your thoughts about these artist and how you would like 
to proceed.
